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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information 
disclosure statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or 
other information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(l) 
states, "the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be 
submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless the examiner on form PTO-892 
has cited the references, they have not been considered. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is 
clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract is the same 
as claim 1. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 2-5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "contacting" in claim 2 is a relative term, which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "contacting" is not defined by the claim, the specification 
does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the 
invention. The examiner will interpret "contacting" to mean that the key is 
separate from the lever and that it contacts the lever to operate the lever (as 
shown in the drawings). The applicant is requested to please disclaim that the 
key is integral with the lever. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claim 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Rohde. 
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Rohde discloses a connector (title), comprising: a first housing defining a through 
hole (unnumbered figure 1 Phillips head screws); a second housing having a 
threaded post (unnumbered figure 3 near 46); a screw passing through the through 
hole (unnumbered fig. 1 again) and fastening to the threaded post; and a resilient 
lever (30) having a hook (40) for sustaining a pulling force (fig. 5), rotatably 
connected to the threaded post (fig. 3) so that pulling force is substantially directed 
to the threaded post. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 2-5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S. C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: In combination with claim 1 a separate key that makes contact with 
the lever to rotate the lever. 

Conclusion 

1 0. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The other prior art listed on the attached PTO-892 all show 
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a lever near a post for actuation. Some of this art shows pins instead of screws 
around which the lever operates.
